To Keep Fruit on Trees. 


, 
A business man in Scrantou wrote 


to btate Zoologist H. A. Surface, sav- 
ing. . 1 would like to have your 
opinion on an apple tree that I have 
on wnich the fruit never 
eems to 
stay until it ripens. It appears to 
/ln -to deca-y in the center, and fall 


oft berore they get ripe. They would 
be very nice large fruits if they 
would only stay on long enough to 
get ripe. Can anything be done to 
save them?" 


The practical reply is as follows: 
I think I can tell you what will 


help to keep the fruit on your tree 
until it is ripe. The main thing is to 
tone up the system of the tree by a 
httle 
_ fertilizer, perhaps 
by 
some 


mulching or cultivation, especially to 
go into the fruit, and by spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture to keep both 
the fruit and leaves healthy. I have 
had opportunity to observe that such 
treatment makes fruit stay on trees 
much longer than where it is not 
given. Spray the apple leaves and 
iruit thoroughly with the Bordeaux 
mixture. Use four pounds of cmick 
lime and three pounds of bluestone iin

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PROHIBITS CHILDREN UNDER 14 


YEARS FROM WORK. 


Places Limitations o^ Child Labor 


Between the Ages of 14 and 


16 Years. 


John Price Jackson, Pennsylvania 


Commissioner of Labor and Industry, 
lias sent out the following statement 
as lo the new child labor law. 


The Governor's Child Labor Law 


recently enacted takes effect Janu- 
ary i, 1916. 1 believe that a majority 
of the manufacturers and other em- 
ployers of labor are in full sympa- 
thy" with this legislation. 
Neverthe- 


less, there are important reasons for 
writing this communication concern- 
ing it. One of these is based upon 
the need of your earnest and hearty 
co-operation, if the law is to bring 
the beneficent results TO both labor 
and industrv for -which it was fram- 
ed; another" arises from the fact that 
many misleading and untrue state- 
ments have been widely__ expressed 
concerning it, which, if believed, 
might lead to such misapprehension 
and lack of confidence as would 
make impossible the necessary^ co- 
operation, a he new law makes three 
primary changes :n the employment 
of children under 16 years of age. 
They are in essence as follows: 


Hmployment Certificates. 


i. The Employment Certificate, in- 


stead of being given to the child, un- 
der the new law must be sent by rhe 
school authorities to the employer, 
by whom it must be returned to the 
school authorities 
when the child 


stops work. Under the new system, 
the emplco er and the school authori- 
ties jointly become supervisors of, a 
boy or girl during working or school 
hours. 


The new law also requires that a 


child shall be examined physically so' 
that before a certificate is issued ii 
may be determined whether he or 
she" is fitted for the character of 
work desired.

has shown that this will save many 
children from permanent injury and 
also relieve the employer from the 
chance of putting a young person to

Co-operation Invited. 


To establish these schools the sum

The mushroom or toadstool plant is 


formed 
by fine dimentous threads 


which ramify beneath the soil, and if 
we assume that a successful plant of 
the mnshroom or shaggy caps produces 
as many as ten mushrooms or tc-iQ- 
stools we 2nd that the chance against 
successful growth to maturity is re- 
spectively about 18,000,000,000 and 50.-

The Woman's Liberty Bell has 


-started on its State-wide tour of 
.''Pennsylvania.

Sayre. in 


^'Bradford county, on the morning of 
-June -3rd, It has swept through the 
-'northern, tier counties at an average 
'-rate of 50 miles a day and is now 
-a-ringing southward to reach Pitts- 
burgh in time for tha big suffrage 
demonstration there on Independence

If the big crowds and the enthu- 


~»iasm which have greeted the bell all 
•along its route thus far can be taken 
•as a true indication of public seiiti; 
-tnent, the suffragists of Pennsylvania 
^eed have no fear of the outcome oa 
Election Day. For in' each of the 
'scores of towns through which the 
Tbell party has passed, tremendous 
•crowds have turned out to cheer the 
plucky little band of women and 
-pledge them their affirmative votes
